Front Line of Winter 


At least 19 people were 
zal killed and hundreds more 
were injured during atwo- 
day outbreak of tornadoes in seven 
southeastern states. The hardest hit 
city was Huntsville, Alabama, where 
four twisters struck during the after- 
noon rush hour and destroyed a 
shopping center, churches and 
homes. Cars along the city’s high- 
ways were tossed into piles 10-12 
feet high. One of the Huntsville tor- 
nadoes raked a path of destruction 
four miles long and a half-mile wide. 
The Atlanta metropolitan areawas 
lashed by hail, high winds, and an 
after-dark tornado that tossed atele- 
vision remote truck several feet in 
the air just seconds after the TV 
photographer stepped from it. 

The unusual swarm of autumn 
tornadoes occurred as a Siberian 
cold wave ended a two-week period 
of record warmth in the region. 


London Fog 


: Thick fog blanketed south- 
ern England on Nov. 13 

and caused a 30-car 
pileup on the A45 motorway north- 
east of London. Incoming British 
Airways intercontinental flights had 
to be diverted to other European 


airports due to runway visibilities of 
under 200 yards.

arrived alittle more than a 
month laterthan normal. “Fluffy snow, 
snow is whirling, hello, white winter,” 
sang a child walking with his mother 
along Moscow’s Tverskoi Boulevard, 
according to Tass. The first snow is 
always a joy for children, and atonic 
for most adult Moscovites who take 
pride in their ability to endure severe 
winters. Last year’s Russian winter 
was one of the warmest this century, 
but meteorologists are predicting 
that the one ahead will be colder 
than usual.

The Birds 

Terrified residents of Kiryat 
Hayim, Israel, ran into their 

homes in panic as a flock 
of nearly 70 ravens attacked their 
town. “Itwas exactly like Hitchcock's 
movie ‘The Birds',” said Police Chief 
Superintendent Roni Raz. The large, 
sharp-beaked birds flew through 
Open windows of an apartmentbuild- 
ing and scratched at least one man 
during athree-hour attack. Residents 
of the small town near the port of 
Haifa sounded sirens and made loud 
noises to drive outthe birds, but they 
soon returned. Police gunfire finally 
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r igh winds, in the wake of 
the previous week's swarm 
of devastating tornadoes, 
buffeted several areas of the north- 
eastern United States. Winds of 63 
miles per hour were blamed for the 
death of a Baltimore woman who 
was killed when a warehouse fell on 
her home. Snow from the same cold 
front was responsible for the deaths 
of two young men in western Penn- 
sylvania whose pickup truck 
slammed into a tractor-trailer. High 
winds lifted a parked Continental 
Airlines Boeing 727 jetliner and 
dropped it on a baggage cart and 
fuel truck at Newark International 
Airport. No passengers were on 
board atthe time, but aworker inside 
the craft's baggage area suffered 
minor injuries. Three Boeing 747 
jets were blown about by winds of up 
to 45 miles per hour at New York's 
Kennedy International Airport. 


Lightning Tragedy 


Seven people, including 
six from one family, were 

killed by a single bolt of 
lightning that struck their hut and set 
it on fire in eastern Zimbabwe. The 
southern African nation is often 
lashed by severethunderstorms, and 
is named in the Guinness Book of 
Records for the most people killed 
by a single bolt. Twenty-one men, 
women and children died in the 
Eastern Highlands village of China- 
masa when lightning struck their hut 
on December 23, 1975. 


Ravenous Rats 

Rats devour or destroy 
=) nearly ahalf-milliontons of 

grain in impoverished 
Bangladesh each year, enough to 
feed at least three million people, 
according to a report in the Bengali- 
language newspaper Dainik Ban- 
gia. The rat population reaches its 
peak during November and Decem- 
berwhenwinter crops are harvested.

Typhoon Hunt lashed the 

northern Philippines with 

high surf and winds of upto 
100 miles per hour before it was 
broken up by the rough terrain of the 
Sierra Madre mountain range east 
of Manila. Before dissipating, the 
storm veered suddenly northward 
into palm-covered Quezon prov- 
ince, sparing densely-populated 
metropolitan Manila. At least six 
people died when their small motor 
boat capsized in heavy seas as the 
storm approached the easterncoast. 
Hunt was the fifth major storm to 
strike the Philippines since June.

Earth 
tremors in southeast Tunisia forced 
schools to close and a phosphate 
mine to halt operation on Nov. 18. 


Polynesian Test 
New Zealand seismologists 
detected another nuclear 
blast at France’s Mururoa 

Atoll test site on Nov. 20. It was the 

third in a new and unannounced 

series of tests that began nearly a 

month ago. Australia, New Zealand 

and other South Pacific nations bit- 
terly denounced the explosion. The 
test was recorded by aseismograph 
based on Rarotonga in the Cook 

Islands. Funding for the instrument 

came partially from compensation 

paid to New Zealand by France for 
the 1985 bombing of the Green- 
peace boat “Rainbow Warrior” in 

Auckland harbor.

Christmas Birds 


Australian wildlife officials 
warned that thousands of 
young cockatoos are being 


captured in forests to wind up under 
the tree as the ultimate Christmas 
gift. 

Graeme Bowley, an officer with 
the Victoria Department of Conser- 
vation, Forests and Lands, said an 
increasing number of birds were 
being snatched while pre-Christmas 
demand was high. Baby cockatoos, 
easily accessible in tree hollows, are 
becoming illegal holiday offerings 
around Australia, and are being 
smuggled abroad. Only 10 percent 
of those birds are said to survive the 
overseas journey. Victoria state 
currently counts at least five types of 
cockatoos on its endangered spe- 
cies list.
